No wonder the honey bees have been 
given the honor cf being the busiest 
little creatures alive. 
A scientific ex­ 
periment has shown that a red clover 
blossom contains on an average less 
than one-eighth cf a grain of sugar. 
There being 7,000 grains in a pound, 
the bee that makes a pound of honey 
must obtain its material from no less 
than 56,000 clover heads. But this is 
not all. In ordo: to get the nectar the 
bee is compelled to insert its proboscis 
into each floret or flower tube com­ 
posing the head of clover, and there 
are, it is said, about sixty florets in 
every head.

of worry in Pettis county. 
Tile same 


also is true in other parts of the 
state. 
Neglect of farmers to burn 
carcasses that have died of Hie dis­ 
case is the principal cause. 
Dr. D. F. 
Luckdy, state veterinarian of Mis­ 
souri, says: 
“Missouri is on the verge of a 
widespread outbreak of hog cholera, 
and I am getting the blame for it. 
because I am doing nothing to check 
it. 
It is true the condition is very 
serious, and it is also true that I am 
doing very little, but 
I am not at 
fault. 
“I saw all the trouble coming, but 
was powerless to aid. 
T^ast August 
there was hog cholera in widely scat­ 
tered parts of the state. 
A vigorous 
campaign then would have stopped it. 
Then came the rains that washed the 
hog cholera germs down tim draws 
intl streams, and we shipped in a lot 
of infected hogs to feed, and now the 
state is just about to experience tre­ 
mendous losses. 
“Those who are skeptical can prove 
my assertion with a little intestiga- 
ticn. 
Every commercial serum plant 
in tile state is running to < opacity, 
and I am getting scores of :equests 
for treatment. 
What the loss will he 
none of us can figure, for it is the 
kind of a loss we never get statistics 
on; but in Pettis county, where they 
did go to the trouble of taking a cen­ 
sus of their loss in 1912, they found 
that one-half million dollars worth of 
hogs had died, and that is rot the 
biggest hog county at that. 
“The reason my office can do noth­ 
ing is that we have no money. 
We 
get only $25,000 for two years, with 
which we are supposed to pay salar­ 
ies and traveling expenses and buy 
serum and prevent 
the 
spread 
of 
Texas fever, blackleg, glanders and 
tuberculosis 
and 
hog 
cholera and 
sheep scobies. With millions at stake 
we can't get money to do anything 
with. 
“While I have a superb organiza­ 
tion, I am hampered because I have 
no money to do things with and be­ 
cause I have been unable I > make 
any arrangements with the state for 
gelling serum.’’
